“Tile United S tates is now on the verge of greater 
prosperity than ever liefore. 
The depression due 
to war iii Europe is now practically a negligible 
quantity in this co u n try .” 
T his is the m essage which 
Secretary of the T re a s u ry McAdoo gives to the 
country. 
Ile m ade th e sta te m e n t while in Loa An­ 
geles en route to th e San Diego Exposition w here 
he officiated as the official rep resentative of P resi­ 
dent Wilson. 
C ontinu ing tile Secretary said: 
"Before war was declared the United States was 
ju st entering w h at would have been a period of 
g reater prosperity th a n tills country had ever ex­ 
perienced. 
E very thing was shaped exactly right for 
such a period. 
T hen cam e the war in Europe. T he 
im m ense cotton crop was left on tile hands of the 
planters, as we know. 
T he country has not been 
able to do n ear Hie steel trade with the belligerent 
countries as heretofore. 
A depression followed. Now 
th at depression, due to the E uropean war. is p rac­ 
tically a negligible quan tity in tins country. Money 
is more free. 
The co u n try ’s finances are daily ac­ 
quiring a more sound basis. 


“The United S tates is aw akening to the fact th a t 
she can now not only supply tile dem and for her 
own products, hut th ut she has a vast quantity of 
products over and above this dem and with which 
.she can build up a g re a t export trade.

Troubles of General Petroleum 
A ndrew W eir is again com ing to Am erica, in fact 
he is now in New York, and b ondholders in the Gen­ 
eral Petroleum Company are hoping th a t m atters 
in connection with a reo rganization of th e company 
will m aterialize. T he San F rancisco Chronicle, speak­ 
ing of the reorganization plans says: 


“A. L. Well, counsel for the G eneral Petroleum 
Com pany, has left for New York, w here he expects 
to m eet Andrew Weir, who sailed from E ngland on 
T uesday, and close the negotiations for th e reorgani­ 
zation of the company. 
At last conference in New 
York. W eir m et Weil and the New York Interests 
who hold m any of the bonds in addition to the $3,- 
000,000 notes. 
Certain plans w'ere then and there 
agreed upon and Well as well as th e New York in­ 
te re sts had every reason to believe th a t they would 
be put in writing and signed. 
A lthough W eir re ­ 
turned to England, he left behind a private solicitor 
with a power of attorney and nom inal authority to 
sign fo r birn ’N- elan adopted In conference. 
“ Although it has been Impossible up to this time 
to induce W eir to state his specific objections to the 
plan, he has managed to avoid placing his nam e to 
any docum ent, either directly o r through power of 
attorney, th at would irrevocably co m m it him to the 
plan. 
But the impression has been perm itted to sift 
in on his associates that he would like to do a little 
b e tte r in this direction and a trifle b e tte r in that. 
His associates are not certain but w h at they would 
be willing to m eet all his objections, provided he 
would sta te them, but feel th a t the tim e for him to 
have raised questions was at the original conference 
in New York. 
“ W eir, 
through his syndicate, 
ad vanced to the 
General Petroleum Company a t various tim es an ag­ 
g regate of about $1,900,000. 
As a partial balance, he 
owes th e General Petroleum C om pany, on th e Union 
Oiloption, about $950,000, leaving $950,000 still due 
him 
As his plan of reorganization w ent awry, the 
tru st com pany could not hold tho deposited bonds, 
and his security is no b etter than the general credit 
of th e company. 
As th e com pany h as $12,600,000 
bonds in 
default, it follows th a t this credit is 
not 
high.

, . . 
Iii this dilem m a W eir agreed 
to accept for Ins 
credit of $950,000 petroleum to be delivered from the 
co m pany's surplus at a stipulated price, said to be 
a price such as the com pany would be willing to 
accep t from any customer. 
M eantim e W eir is an 
unsecured creditor of the com pany. Tile reorganizers 
co ntem p late on behalf of the bon dh o ld ers a fore­ 
closure of the mortgage.” 


Why U. S. Depends on Foreign Capital 
Why the United S tates depends on European cap­ 
ital is shown by N. M. Avery, P resident of the Ger­ 
man American T ru st and Savings Bank of Los An­ 
geles. 
He was sp eaking on “ How Saving Would 
Make Our Country M ore Prosperous or the Relation 
of Saving to General P ro sperity.”

ii *• United S t a t e s only !♦:* in I turn are so thrifty. Un 
the other hand the a v erag e savings deposit in those 
countries is sm aller th an in tile United States. Hut 
this only shows that in Die United States persons hav­ 
ing small incomes are n o t so largely patronizing sav­ 
ings institutions. 
Five billion dollars of A m erican ; cr u n tie s is held 
in European countries. 
T his m eans that those n a ­ 
tions are furnishing tile United S tates with the cap­ 
ital to carry on their industries. F u rth e r it m eans 
that the people of th ose co u ntries are doing m ore 
saving iii proportion th a n the people of the United 
States. 
Now suppose t h a t th e people of the United 
States during tiieir history had saved just twice as 
much as they had, the resu lt would be th a t instead 
cit depending on o th er n ations for our supply of 
capital we could not only he furnishing our own cap­ 
ital but also to some e x te n t th a t of o ther nations. 


"S o * when we use Die capital of other countries 
we pay them a prem ium for such use iii the shape of 
interest. If we use our own capital we pay th at in­ 
tl rest ourselves. 
T h a t is. it would m ake m ore cap­ 
ital. and consequently g re a te r 
activity 
am o n g 
our 
factories, our railroads, an d consequently of o ur w ork­ 
e r s . 
Our income and activity would be still fu rth er 
increased if we should supply capital to o th er n a­ 
tions. 
The final result of this analysis is, therefore, 
that when the people of tills country are saving th eir 
money, they are providing m ore work, that is more 
of the comforts and necessities of life for th em ­ 
selves.”

000,000 ‘invisible factors’ had m ade this only an ap­ 
parent favorable Imlance. 
“Foreign investm ent in tin* United S tates, totaled 
$7,500,000,000 with nil annual in terest of $350,000,000 
co nstituting a fixed charge on A m erican industries, 
while A m erican 
investm ents 
abro ad 
produced a 
reven u e yearly of only $75.000,OOO, reducing the bal­ 
an ce against the United S tates on tins count to $275,-
